Prisons Act Infringement. 

(Daily Times, April 24.) 

Theinas Logan appeared, on summons, 
cliargiiigbim with, on the 13th inst;, causing 
a breach of section 28 of the Prisons Act, 
1873, by' bolding commnnication with one 
George Belcher whilst in legal custody, for 
which he Wiis Ihable to be apjireltended with- 
out a warrant, and sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonnioiit with hard labour. . / 

Mr Haggitt prosecuted, and Mr Harris (in- 
structed by Mr Stout) defended, 

[ A rather warm dispute took place between 
Mr Bathgate and Mr Hams, as to whether 
Mr Batligate was justified in ordering Logan 
to stand in the dock. Mr Han-is stated that 
it was possible damages might be sought 
against Ms Worship ; and said, if he was in 
Logan's shoes, he avould walk out of Court. , 
Defendant, however, remained in the dock, 
and the following evidence was adduced ; — ] 

Gilbert Ferguson, Sergeant Warder and 
Overseer of prison labour in Dunedin gaol, 
had thirty-five prisoners under his ohargepn 
the 13th inst., among whom was one named 
George Belcher. He was undergoing a 
month’s imprisonment for assault over a bet- 
ting case, and was employed on tlie district 
road at Debor,ah Bay, Port Chalmers. On 
the 13th they left off work at twenty minu tes 
to four, and were escorted to the Railway 
Station, on the way to which witness ob- 
served defendant and another man spanning 
the prisoners, especially Belcher ; and they 
whispered together. Witness proceeded to 
the Station, and noticed th.at they turned 
back to accompany the gang, and the prisoners 
were placed in the carnages ; eight, among 
whom was Belcher, being under the charge 
of Warder Curtis. Witness looked out and 
saw defendant within .an arm’s length of the 
caiT age Window in which Belcher was con- 
fined, and he commenced nodding. Witness 
said to him : “ If yon please, go away from 
the carriirge window, and do not be trying to 
communicate with the prisoners there.” Ho 
said : “ I have paid my way as well as you 
havo, and will look in at this window.” He 
remained, and witness looked round for a 
constable, and whilst attracting the attention 
of Sergc.ant Neill defendant walked away. 
Witness pointed him out to Neill, and ob- 
tained his name and address. 

By Mr Haggitt : Witness did not get out 
of the carriage, because the door was locked, 
and the prisoners were in bis charge. 

By Mr Harris : Logan and tlie other man 
were standing below the dock, when witness 
first_ s.aw him. Defendant was close to the 
carriage at the Station, and witness liad never 
seen anyone so ne.ar whilst prisoners were 
there before. He pnfied from his pipe in a 
peculiar manner, and stroked his beard. 
This was a common mode of communication 
among discliargcd prisoners. Witness be- 
lieved he was sign.alling. He had never seen 
defendant in the Dniiedin gaol. 

Samuel Morrison, Gaol-warder, saw de- . 
fendant and a person n.amed Dagg waiting for 
the prisoners near the Graving Dock on the 
day in question. When passing, D.agg .asked 
witness whether he or the gentleman ■with 
him could speak to the prisoner Belcher. 
Witness said, ‘-Under no circumstances.” 
Ho went away and returned, a.sking witness 
why he could not speak, and witness an- 
swered th.at commnnication could only be had 
with prisoners by making proper application 
to the Governor of the Gaol, When they ai- 
rived at the Station, .and the prisoners were 
locked in the can'iages, witness observed de- 
fendant standing at the window of the com- 
partment where Belcher was. Sergeant Fer- 
guson then spoke to him, but witness did not 
hear the conversation. 

This ended the case for the prosecution. 

Mr H.arris, in opening the case for tlie de- 
fence, submitted there had been no contm- 
vention of the Act, and defendant never 
spoke or m.ade .any sign to Belcher. 

Robert Elliott Dagg, hotelkeeper, Crom- 
well, went with defend,ant, who resides at 
Bendigo, to Port Chalmers on the 13th, for 
the purpose of seeing the Graving Dock. 
When there, Logan said Belcher was among 
the prisonei-s at work close by, and as wit- 
ness could not see him, he asked a constable 
jicrmission to speak, which he refused to 
allow. They went to the Railway platform, 
and when standing about three feet from the 
carriage Belcher waas in, Ferguson told them 
to go awaay ; to which defendant replied he 
would look if he pleased, Logan afterwards 
complained to Sergeant Neill about what 
Ferguson had said. They were both inti- 
mate with Belcher, having met him on tho 
raoecourFe. 

J .ames Black spoke of the general good con- 
duct of defendant, whom ho had known fur 
sixteen ye.ars. 

The M.agistr.ate reviewed tho evidence, 
speaking for fifteen minutes, and S.ald that 
defendant not being refined or educ.ated he 
would not understand the law, more cs])e- 
oially as the Statute, which contained tho 
most stringent provisions, was only pas.sed at 
the list session nf the Assembly. Mliile he 
sat tlmre future oifenders, if convicted, would 
!iot- get off so easily. He considered the in- 
1 fringement had taken place in the present 
instance through ignor.ance, and he would in- 
flict a fine nf L.5, with the option of seven 
days’ imprisonment. The fine was paid.

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders was

In another column will he found Pro- 
fessor Black’s report on the w'ater with which it 
has been proposed to supply Cromwell. Those 
people w'ho have been patronising the spring 
will be rather horrified to find that it r.anks, in 
point of purity, with th.at got from the Thames 
at London Bridge. We have several times 
thought it a pity that the Council did not send 
a sample of the Lowbnrii water as it is sujiplied 
to us from the town race. If it contains 10.50 
grs. of solid residue per g.allon, and 3.15 of or- 
ganic matter, in tho race at the terrace, what 
must it be like when it reaches the town ? Per- 
haps some enterprising citizen will yet supply 
the want felt of the analysts of it. We would 
suggest th.at a qu.antity of the water should be 
taken as it issues from the pipe opposite the 
Courthouse, and compared ivith a quantity taken 
from the race ju.st above Innis-street, London 
Bridge water, even, would be nectar compared 
with the second, at any rate. 

The T.iccnsing Benoli at Cromwell 
granted all the applications which came before 
, tliem on Friday last, with the exception of two, 
which were adjourned for legal reasons. It is 
evident, however, from the remarks which were 
made by the Cliainnan of Commissioners, that 
landlonls will require to exercise a much more 
careful supervision over their hotels than for- 
merly, or they will run a stray chance ot having 
their licenses cancelled. Two or three applica- 
tions had a very narrow escape of being refused. 
In future, also, applicants will have to appear 
personally, or by a solicitor. 

We have to acknowledge the receipt of 
two guineas in aid of tlie funds of the local dis- 
trict hospital.

We sincerely trust the 
listeners will follow the advice ns carefully as 
they appeared to follow tho rov. gentleman’s re- 
marks.

'This has been dona in con- 
sequence, we understand, of it being impossible 
to get s quorum of oommissioners on the day ori- 
ginally appointed ; one having left the district, 
and one being obligerl to leave to attend the

Ae will be seen by the notices in 
another column, death is etill busy in our midst. 
Of two of the cases mentioned, those of Simon 
M'Kay and William Green, almost up to the 
very last great hopes were 'entertained of their 
ultimate recovery, as both were, or rather had 
been, fine, strong, healthy men.

CROMWELL WATER SUPPLY. 

The following memorandum from Pro- 
fessor Black, in Dunedin, has been handed 
to us by the Town Clerk for publication ; — 
University Laboratory, 
April 18, 1874. 

Dear Sir, — I have been for some time expect- 
ing the arrival of samples of water from Crom- 
well in larger quantities than you sent on 3rd 
March. However, seeing by the Press that the 
health of the community of Cromwell is at pre- 
sent in an unsatisfactory state, [ have deemed it 
advisable to proceed at once with the small sam- 
ples you supplied. And you will see that it is 
well I ba^re done so, as the water, especially the 
Spring, turns out so badly. 

It is quite possible I may, on examining the 
water in larger quantity, have to modify my ver- 
dict, At present yon should at once discontinue 
the use of the Spring water ; and for drinking 
purposes the other two creek waters should he 
boiled for (say) three minutes, and then allowed 
to cool before use. — I am, &c.,

The three samples of water, (a) from Spring 
at Cromwell, (b) from Firewood Creek, and fc ) 
from Lnwhurn Creek, I have examined only for 
total reaiditp. and organic matter. 

The results obtained are tabulated below, as 
well as similar results, under headings, obtained 
in analyses of water extensively used in various 
parts of the world for domestic purposes. An 
inspection of that table will show that the 
Spring water sent compares very unfavourably 
with other water ; so much so as to render it, 
in my opinion, quite unlit for dietetic and drink- 
ing purposes. 

'The water from Lowbnrn Creek I also consider 
objectionable, owing to the large proportion of 
organic matter it contains. The sample taken 
from Firewood Creek compare fairly with the 
water supplied to London by the various London 
water companies. It is not, how’ever, so good as 
tho water supplied to Glasgow, Edinburgh, Man- 
chester, Berlin, Vienna, and many other large 
communities, 

I would consider it very desirable that the 
water from Firewood Creek should he filtered 
before being used for domestic purposes. The 
Lowburn water should be passed through a fil- 
ter-bed of sand mixed with charcoal, or gravel- 
clay and charcoal, before use. The Spring is 
altogether inadmissible. The quantities ope- 
rated on in this case (one pint of each} have been 
too small for complete analysis. 1 shall await, 
therefore, a larger supply before making a fuller 
return.

TYPHOID FEVER. 

.To iAe A’fitoro/f/ic Cro.mWell AnofiS. ! 

Sin, —I read your very excellent leader in the ' 
Argus of the 7th inst. with groat interest. It is 
much to be regretted that the good advice you 
give has not been earlier taken, 

Typhoid fever, with which it appears your 
noighbo Lirhood is afflicted just now, is a disease 
which modern research and experience show to 
be dependent in every case on blood-poisoning by 
air or water, or both. And this poisoning origi- 
nates in contamination of the earth, air, and 
water with human excrement. This is tho plain 
fact of the matter. Mr Simon, F.R.S., the dis- 
tinguished medical officer, late of the Privy 
Council, now of the Local Govemmeut Board, 
says in his tenth report, now lying before me 
(page 9) : “It may seem superfluous that I again 
proceed to illustrate in some detail the depen- 
dence of typhoid fever on conditions whioh it is 
disgusting to specify. But while the evil con- 
tinues, — while annually in England some fifteen 
to twenty thousand people are killed, and per- 
haps twenty times that number grievously 
sickened and endangered by a disease whioh pre- 
vails solely through the pollution of atmosphere 
and drinking water with excrement,— the subject 
could not properly be set aside.” I could add 
authority upon authority to support this view of 
the question, but it is needless, as it is admitte.l 
that Mr Simou is the highest on this subject. 

I have had a large personal experience of ty- 
phoid fever, at Scutari and in the Crimea, 
and subsequently in England, the West Indies, 
and on board the ship of whioh I was surgeon- 
superintendent, the Charlotte Gladstone. One 
of my earliest contribntions to medical litera- 
ture was a paper “On the Causes of Epidemics 
of Fever, Small-pox, Scarlatina, and Measles.” 
This paper was read before the Royal Medical 
and Chirurgical Society of London, of which I 
have the honour to be a Fellow. A few years 
ago I read another paper on an Epidemic of 
Typhoid Fever in Trinidad before the same 
Society. T have also written in the imiccJ se- 
veral papers on the same subject. I mention 
these facts to show tliat I am writing on a ques- 
tion which has peculiarly engaged my attention. 

The first thing to lie done in order to stop, the 
epidemic in your neighbourhood is to look to the 
drinking water. Your readers will, I trust, 
pardon me if I write briefly, and soraev/hat dog- 
matically, as I have but little time to spare. 

If the supply of drinking water is derived 
from wells, careful ex.amination should he made 
to see if they are near privies, open drains, or 
sewers, or liable to he polluted in aug way tv 
surface drainage. It so, the water should either 
be given up for drinking, or the sources of pol- 
lution should be removed. lu any case t/ie vjater 
slimlld he boiled before being used for drinking. 
Tliis is hulispensaUe. It should then, if possible, 
be filtered though charcoal. 

If derived from a well it may be impossible at 
once to stop all sources of impurity ; but the 
same precautions must be adopted. 

In either case the water must not he left, 
while cooling, in the room of tho sick patient, or 
aiiyavhere where it can absorb emanations from 
typhoid discharges. 

Even rain water, unless the tank is frequently 
cleaned out, is liable to become impure ; and it 
will be well, as a precaution, to have it boiled 
and filtered previous to using. All foul -smelli ng 
drains or sewers, and all privies, should be dis- 
infected daily with carbolic acid or chloride of 
lime, but not with both, as one destroys the 
other. Privies, if full, should not be emptied, 
but a large quantity of quicklime thrown in, 
then covered with dry earth and shut up, and 
another pit dug. When there are cases of ty- 
phoid in a house, no one whose attendance is not 
.absolutely required should go into the sick room. 
Those who do nurse the sick should take their 
proper quantity of food, rest, sleep, and out- 
door exercise. They will thus keep themselves 
in the best stats of health for resisting the 
poison. 

The sick room should be kept thoroughly well 
ventilated night and day. If possible, let there 
be a fire in the room, and keep the top sash of 
the window open for about three inches day and 
night. Tho typhoid patientoaniiot have too much 
fresh air. In the Charlotte Gladstom, I placed 
my first oases on the forecastle under a sail, 
and as long as I had them there, I never saw coses 
do so well None of them had a brown tongue. 
When I Was obliged, in consoquenee nf the 
roughness of the weitiier, to move them further 
aft, there was a marked change for the worse. 

All linen soiled by the discharges, (whicl. are 
believed to he the only source of infection.) 
should bo placed at once in a tub of boiling 
water, and after they have remained in that a 
time, some chloride of lime or carbolic acid 
should be added, and stirred well round wi th a 
stick. They should be left in tliis for six or 
eight hours. Enough of the disinfectant should 
be used to cause a strong smell. 

The evacuations from the patient should on 
»o account be thrown into the privy or water- 
closet, butshould he first thoroughly diainfected, 
and then buried as far from tho dwolling house 
or any source cf water snpply as convenient. 

Persons in good henith slionld avoid intenrie- 
ranee in eat ing or drinking, .and, niileas c, ailed by 
duty, should not visit the sick, to whom visits 
do much harm. 



Jw^ — 

Carbolic acid or chloride of lime should bs 
freely used in any house where there is a case of 
typhoid, ami partioiilurly in the sick room. 
Anyone entering such a house ought at once to 
bo able to detect tho use qf these disinfectants 
by the smell. 

If these simple measures are well carried out, 

I think you will find that in a fortnight you 
will have no more fresh cases, I stopped an 
epidemic of virulent contagious dysentery, which 
had been raging in a district of Trinidad for 
seven months, in, ten daySf by the employment 
of similar measures. The epidemic had attacked 
about six hnmlred persons out of a population of 
a little more than a thousand. 1 stopped a 
month in the place, and at the end of that time 
there were only three cases,— all convalesuent. 
When I went there, there were over a hundred 
cases. With regard to treatment, I say nothing, 
because it is impossible to treat oases without 
seeing them. It may, however, allay unneces- 
sary alarm to state that under proper treatment 
the mortality is only from three to four per cent,

WHAT THE SQUATTER CAN DO. 

To the Editor gf the Cbomwell Anoua, 

Sir, — T his is a part of the Province in which 
very few applications for agricultural leases have 
been made, or are likely to be made, as a great 
quantity of the land is unfit for farming, I see 
by a report of a meeting of the Waste Land 
Board, that applioation has been made by a Mr 
Goodall, for 250 acres of lanil for farming pur- 
poses on the banks of the Clutha, above Crom- 
well. Now, the great Waste Land Board, which 
is supposed to have entire control of the waste 
lands of the Crown in this Province, gives its 
deoiairin thus : We cannot grant the application, 
because the squatter has not given his consent. 
Now, Mr Editor, anyone looking at this state of 
affairs straight in the face, canuot fail to sea that 
the laud laws of this Province are terribly defec- 
tive. one-sided, and unjust to the bom fide set- 
tler, merchant, and miner ; in fact, to all except 
the squatting fraternity. The injustice done to 
the bona fide settler is, that population is driven 
away from the very land that ought to be culti- 
vated, and as long as that is the case, the farmer 
need not look for railways to take away his pro- 
duce, and enable him to compete in the market 
and live. It will never pay to put railways up 
the Clutha above Ci omwell as long as the squat- 
ter can say, “ I will have no more of my ground 
cultivated by allowing farmers to settle down.” 
The same applies to the merchant, If a trades- 
man succeeds in making a little money, (which a 
good many have ■done, ) .and is anxious to become 
an occupier or owner of a small portion of his 
birf bright, he is dob<arred from carrying his 
wishes into effect through the defectiveness of 
cha land laws. Well, what is the consequence ? 
The disappointed tradesman turns his effects 
into cash, puts his cash iu his pocket, and sails 
away, perhaps to the Endeavour, or it maybe to 
England, where a great many of our prosperous 
tradesmen have gone, taking their money with 
them— robbing the country of what is most 
wanted, enterprising men and capital. The in- 
justice to the miner is twofold. By keeping 
population away, every necessity of life is dearer 
than it ivould otherwise be ; and the agricultural 
j produce of this district is nothing compared ovith 
the consumption. As a'proof of this, I can pro- 
duce vouchei's wliich show that as much as eight 
shillings and sixpence was paid here last Spring 
for oats per hushel. Just fancy a man with two 
nr three teams of horses feeding them on osts at 
eight and sixpence. He inu>il feed them on oats, 
as the squatter will not allow the ground to be 
unitivated. Several teams are employed here 
all the year round, or nearly so, carting quartz 
and co<ai. So it is easily seen that the miners 
suffer as well as others, I haim said twofold. 
tVell, a great deal of money has been made by 
miners in this Province, and how vory little has 
been invested in real property. It is the rule 
and not the exception with miners, that as soon 
I iis a good claim is worked out, or they have 
made a few liiindreds, they, like the merchants, 
put their money into their imckots, and invest it 
in some other part of the world, where move 
liberal laws exist, and where more inducement 
is held out to settle on the laud, Then, again, 
those ayho have mining property, and are at the 
same time anxious to cultivate a piece of land, 
and become bona fide settlers, are by the present 
laws prevented fi-om doing so, But all this is 
little, oomp.ared with the results that must follow 
to the Province. These must be patent to all 
who devote any of their thoughts to the future. 
I know nothing about Mr Goodall ; hut let it be 
supposed that he has large connections in the 
old country, and sends .a lettrt home,— which 
might run thus : — “ 1 have apphe i for a piece of 
laiuHor the purpose of farming, but could not 
ge, it, because it is ivithin the hiiundarv of a 
Squatter’s run, and hu says I cannot have it. 
hail I been .'Ucoosafiil, my intention wia to have 
asked as many of you as wmnhl to have come 
out ; because if 1 h.ad got tbclanil. of course y'ou 
could have got ,a piece also to settle down upon 
.and make a homo, whore we might have all been 
happy and comfortable together. Rut the many 
■Hi'-oisties that I haw built concerning my fine 
l.arin, with near anil dear relatives as neighbours, 
have till vanished on the word of asi|iu'tter ; so 
I will sell off iny goods, perhajis at a sacrifice, 
close my b.ank necount, and go home and try to 
get a farm hnsiile ymi.” 

Fearing that I have enoronuhed ton f.nr on 
your valuable apace. I will eonclu le b- expreg. 
sing a hope that our meniher will not forget the 
injijilall case, .slmul'l the Land Laws crop up for 
discussion. — [ am, &c.,

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MUNICIPAL .COUNCIL. 

A special meeting of the Town Connell was 
hold on Thursday evening, 23rd irtst., at 
■which were present : Tlie Mayor (Mr Daw- 
kins), and Councillors Grant, Pierce, Hayes, 
Wright, Shanly, and Jolly, — a full meeting. 

The minutes of previous meetings were read 
•and confirmed. 

COBKBSPONDBNCB. 

The outward correspondence was read. It 
consisted of fetters sent in accordance with 
the instructions made at last' meeting. The 
inward correspondence consisted of tenders 
for the removal of rubbish, &c., and an ap 
plication from Mr Dhwkins to construct a 
-drain across the road from his premises. A 
■copy of the letter from Dr Bakewell, which 
appears in our present issue, waa also laid 
before the meeting. 

OR. PIERCE. 

After the coiTespondence had been read, 
the Mayor asked Or. Pierce if he had any re- 
marks to make in reference to the scene 
which had taken place at last meeting. Cr. 
Pierce made a few remarks, which were un- 
derstood to mean that he regretted if any of- 
fence had been given to any of the members 
of the Council ; that no offence had been in- 
tended by him. Upon tho motion of Cr. 
Givant, seconded by Cr. Sbanly, it was unani- 
mously resolved that Cr, Pierce’s apology be 
accepted. 

SANITARY MEASURES. 

Two tenders were then opened ; one from 
3Ir Baker, offering to attend to the cleaning 
of the race, tho streets, and the removal of 
rubbish, for the sum of 1.4 10s per week ; 
and one from R. Moore, at the rate of L.14 
■Bs per calendar moiitli. A considerable dis- 
cussion hereupon took place, in which most 
•of the Councillors joined, every one appearing 
anxious that some system should he initiated 
for the proper cleansing of the town. It was 
resolved, however, that neither of the tenders 
upon the table should be accepted, -.-it being 
understood that some other plan of effecting 
i;be desired object would be adopted. As a 
preliminary measure, it was resolved, on the 
■proposition of Cr. Shanly, seconded by Cr, 
Wright, to recommend the citizens to fill up 
the closets at present in use witli quicklime 
and earth, — the Corporation agreeing to find 
the lime for such a purpose. On the propo- 
sition of Cr. Grant, seconded by Cr, Hayes, 
it was also resolved that a meeting of the 
Legislative and Rate Committee take place to- ] 
'morrow evening, and that they be instructed i 
'to draw up a bye-law in accordance with the 
Tesoliition re tlie use of earth-closets. On 
Cr. Grant’s proposition, seconded by Cr. 
Shanly, it was further re.solved to call for 
tenders for attending to the town race, clean- 
ing the streets and channels, and the removal 
■of rubbish and night-soil from earth-closets, 
'tenders to be sent in by Wednesday next. 
Cr. Hayes proposed, Cr. Wright seconded, 
■jvnd it was agreed, that the Town Clerk in 
the meantime be authorised to employ labour 
to go on with the oleiiniug of the streets, Ac., 
■and to procure a sufficient quantity of chloride 
of lime for disinfecting purposes. It was then 
resolved, on themotionof Cr. Grant, seconded 
by Cr. PiBi-cB, that this Council recommend 
the use of earth-closets to the citizens, the 
■particulars of the earth-closet system being 
obtainable at the Town Clerk’s office. 

SLAUGHTERING LICBN.SE8. I 

Two applications were received for slaugh- 1 
tering licenses ; one from James Dawkins, I 
and one from Owen Pierce, — the licenses to 
be in force for tlie premises at present occn- 
pied by them. On consideration of these ap- 
plications, Cr. Grant remarked that seeing 
the Council was obliged to meet night after 
night for the purpose of trying some means 
for the better regulation of the town in a 
sanitary point of view, and that it was not 
possible to carry on slaughtering in the town 
without causing a nuisance to a greater or 
less degree, he would propose that both the 
applications should be rejected. He cer- 
tainly thought it would be a strange thing for 
the Council to recommend the citizens to 
adopt any sanitary measures, and at the same 
time to grant slaughtering licenses. Cr. 
Shanly said he agreed with Cr. Grant’s re- 
marks. He had given the matter careful 
consideration for the last fortnight, and he 
thought it would he a ino.st unwise thing to 
grant such licenses. He would therefore 
second the motion for the rejection of the 
anplications. Some discussion then took j 
place, during which the fact was elicited that 
other pariies in the town besides the regular | 
traders were in the habit of carrying on 
slaughtering on their premises ; and the 
To-vu Clerk was instructed to draw the at- 
tention of Sergeant Casscls to the tiling, with 
a view to )iutting a stop to it. The motion 
foi- rejecting the applications was carried 
unanimously.

Mr J. Weight’s account was then consi- 
dered, and it was resolved, after some dis- 
cussion, that L.f Bs., with L.IO lOs. added 
for extra work, be passed for payment.

At the last meeting of tire Town Conncil, 
the tender of Mr Cambridgo to build’ the 
Athenmum was accepted, — the price being 
£350, A rather important rosointion was 
passed at the same meeting, to endeavour to 
secure the co-operation of the Town Councils 
of Cromwell and Alexandra, and of the Pro- 
gress Committee at Roxburgh, and get a me- 
morial signed to place boforo the Provincial 
Council, praying for tlie extension of tho rail- 
way up country via Roxburgh from Tuapeka. 
It was stated that the present Government 
was inclined to favour tho extension of the 
line, and if a little pressure were brought to 
bear in the matter there might be some 
means devised of carrying out tlie object. 
A letter was also read from Mr Cox, intimat- 
ing that if the Council did not pay him for a 
quantity of stones supplied by him for cer- 
tain public works, he would bring 1,he matter 
into court. Cr. Auckland considered the 
Council were bound to pay for the stones, as 
he, in the capacity of one of the Public Works 
Committee, agreed as to the price of the 
stones, before being used, Cr. Hazlett re- 
minded the ConnoiT that they had already 
passed a resolution not to pay for the stones, 
and until that was rescinded, they could do 
nothing in the matter. It was allowed to 
stand over. A resolution was also passed, 
empowering the Council to employ men to 
repair the road on the west bank of tlie river, 
— the money to come from the vote passed at 
last Provincial Council. The late rains have 
certainly made such work necessary ; but 
the Town Council may make a mistake by 
oaloulating on the use of Provincial Council 
votes outside their own boundary. 

Onr Provincial Council member, to all ap- 
pearance, will not bo on this occasion bur- 
dened with a long catalogue of our wants 
stuck to his sleeves, Beyond the railway 
alrea'ly spoken of, only the erection of a new 
gaol, to be in accordance with mir handsome 
courthouse, is desired by our Town Council 
at present. They seem to want a little 
breathing time, so as to get tho money spent 
that is already voted. They .are only com- 
mencing on the Library, and the £300 prof- 
fered to make the main road through the 
municipal ity has not been touclicd. Tlie Go- 
vernment, liowover, seem to have got iiretty 
well through the spending of tlieir portion of 
the votes for the district. We have got the 
cnnrtlionse ready, and if the section'of the 
main road from tire dairy to Clyde, now coin- 
meiiced, were finished, the money must be 
pretty well exhausted. A like sum voted 
and spent during tlie next two ye.ars would 
make this hitherto very bad portion of the 
main road a very fair one. 

From the Hospital, two deaths liavo been 
recorded during the week. The firat. that of 
Siiiinn M‘Kay, from the Carrick, from the 
effects of the fever ivliich is now raging in 
the district ; the other of Mrs Smithani, an 
old resident both of this town and of Crom- 
well, who it seems caught the malady, aggra- 
vated by other diseases, and after a few days’ 
illness, died e.arly on Saturday nioniing. 
The funeral took place yesterday afternoon, 
and was well attended ; the most of the 
townspeople, including a number of ladies, 
as well as a few from the outside districts, 
were present. Tlie Rev. Mr Jones w.as taken 
ill during tlie service in the Church in the 
forenoon, and was unable to attend the fune- 
ral. Mr Stevens, schoolmaster, officiated in 
his stead, 

AUSTRALIAN TBLEGRA?^S. 

Melbourne, April 14. 

Brisbane offici.al telegr.aiiis from Conktown 
state that several score of miners rushed the 
steamers for free passages. The police were 
required to clear the ship. About 30 as- 
saulted the police. An excited mob, number- 
ing 1030, watched tho affray from sho'ce. 
S?<''me rushed aboard, unshipped staging, cat 
off slioi-a communication. After a struggle, 
three ringleaders were arrested, and order 
was restored. 

Heavy i-.iins hare occurred at the diggings 
during the last eight days. The creeks were 
flooded, and roads unfit for traffic for some 
time. 

A nugget, weighing seven ounces, has been 
obtained by some Ciiliiamoii at Cliarleoton, 
Queensland. 

Mr O' Slum, assy lias resigned his ss.at in the 
Legislative Council, and will contest Kilmore 
for the Legislative Assembly. 

Mr Todd has had an interview with the 
Treasurer in reference to the reduction of 
cable oliaTges. The Gnvornmorit are favour-, 
able to the proposition. 

Robert Hamilton, for many years clerk of 
the com-BO at Ploiiiiugton, died to-day from 
an overdose of laud.aniim. 

Mr Ivett committed suicide by laying his 
head on the railway line. The train-cut his 
ho.ad in two. 

Tho following official telegram was re- 
ceived by tlie Colonial Secretary from Queens- 
land: — Tclegr.am from police magistrate .at 
Cookto'-vn : “ Please make public, with a 
view, if ptissible, of stoiiping tlie jircsciit 
rush. Three days’ rain almost without inter- 
mission. Such immenso rain that large 
numbers of jieopln arc at Cooktown (nearly 
4000), and c.aii neither get forward nor bacL 
The we.atLei- prevents those dotevmined to 
reach the Palinov from going ; anil w.ant of 
money comiicls many to stop who would 
rather return South. The Govennneiit will 
try every means to stop ]ieoplc from comiii[i 
liere, and erivwdiug intxia place with nothing 
to do, and which tliov cannot get out of. 
There .are more people than circmnstances 
jnsliry.’’ 



DUNEDIN LABOUR MARKET. 

♦ - . 

Mr John Skono, of tlie Labour Exchange, 
reports as follows from the week ending 23rd . 
April - ■ 

“ There are no changes of importance to 
note this week in tho supply and demand for 
kabdiir. _ Parties who are most interested in 
these things, both masters and servants, seeiu 
pretty contented with the state of affairs. 
The supply is, if anything, short of tho de- 
mand, and wlien such is tlie cose, things 
niust bo rather healthy. Mostly all late ar- 
rivals from Britain have been absorbed, and 
are settled down. A few married people 
are still about, and even such would have 
been placed long ago, if house accommoda- 
tion was to be got. In one sense, the scar- 
city of cottages in Dunedin has done good, 
as new chums are forced to try the country, 
which is far better for them than dragging 
out a kind of shabby existence in Dunedin, 
The following are the figures at which I 
placed servants since last week Plough- 
men, if really good hands, get £60 and £65 
freely ; if married, they get £70 and upwards, 
if the wife is handy at house work. Farm 
servants are still very sriarce, get high wages, 
and are pretty stiff' to deal with ) they get 
£3B, £40, £45, and £52 easily. Boys and 
girls, almost children, get 7s., 8s., and 9s. per 
week. Skilled labour get tlie highest quota- 
tions still. There is bound to be a reaction 
some day, and these lucky tradesmen would 
as well lay by for a rainy day. Shepherds 
are not easily got,; I presume they are snug 
in their places for the winter. Day labourers 
are seemingly well employed, at Is. per hour 
for ordinary work,” 



The Palmer Diggings. 

(From the Grey River Argus, April 13.) 

The inform, ation given by the Australian 
papers regarding the Palmer diggings, al- 
though most probably genuine to a certain 
extent, is liable to the snspioion that the at- 
tractions of tho gold-field have been exagge- 
rated. At the best, the temptations offered 
to the ininei-8 of Neiv Zealaiid can scarcely 
compete with the genuine realities of this 
part of the world. It is po-ssible that a very 
faiff persons may be lucky enough to drop 
upon a " pile” at the Palmer, lint the evi- 
dence gensi-ally shows that the conditions of 
mining on that part of the Anstrali.an con- 
tinent are not worth the highest possible re- 
sults in the mining lottery, V/e have the 
opportunity of giving to our niitiing readers 
tile copy of a letter received in Greymnutli 
from a miner who, .at tlie date of his letter, 
bad vetumed to Sydney, after a sojourn of 
tbree months on the Palmer digging. His 
name is Louis 'Wiclieren, a miner well-known 
at Nelson Creek, and brother of a sto'-e- 
keeper goiierally known as “Oermaii Jack,” 
in that district. . lYrlting from Sydney on 
the 17th of 5I,ai-cIi, he Rays : — 

]'I have just .arrived from the Palmer, after 
being there three months. I made fifty 
nound.s, b-it had to spend it. Keep every- 
body b.ack tli.at intends to come here, be- 
cause the ground has been worked out. Over 
atbousaud diggers have been on the diggings 
for a long while. They have overnm tlie 
whole neighbourhood, and found nothing 
new, an.d you may consider that the rush is a 
failure, if nothing fresh is discovered. And, 
as for the reefs, they have been tried, but 
little more than the colour h.as been got in 
different places. I suppose there are about 
5,000 diggers at Cooktown. , Many of them 
intend to go to tlie diggings and see for them- 
selves, in spite of the bad news, Still there 
is a lot going from Sydney — in fact, as many 
as the vessels can carry away. They will not 
be mlvised not to go, for they tvafit to see for 
themselve.s. They tvill see, and starl'e, ' for 
the famine has been immense, and dogs and 
hov.icflesh are considered a luxury. • None of 
ns (nm- party) will go asiaiu, for the gold that 
has been got is not worth wliile the liardslrips 
we li,ave to go tiirongh. The luckiest of tlie 
lucky h.avG not made £400 per man all the 
time. Tho pro.spectors liavegivfjl up tlieir 
claim, which they worked nut in fourteen 
days. They have tried v.arioiis places, but 
not finding anything, they have left the 
place entirely.” 

We are of ojnnion that an independent 
letter like this is worth far more credence 
than bn.sliels of telegrams, set going in the 
interests of shipowners or persons interested 
in bringing about a rush, 



Mr Maleghiin, the brewer, brother of 
the Mayor of Queenstown, wns thrown out of 
his cart near Frankton on Wednesday last, and 
lay two hours before being discovered. The 
horse bolted. He has since died from the in- 
juries he received.
